Another metallized Straight-Edge Hardcoreband on Goodlife are the 
Florida kings MORNING AGAIN.Of course , one of the better bands 
from the big US-scene. It was a very funny way we did the following 
interview, because I received a cassette full of answers after I've 
sended them my questions per mail! Thanx a lot for this tape and the 
b-side recorded with Bad Religions "Against the grain".I hope this 
interview will be inspiration enough to visit this band in August, 
when they will tour our areas! 


Hello Moming Again! How are you and are you active in tne moment bandwise? 

Right now we’ re planning going on tour for about 2 weeks in c month cı nd a half depending on what happens with some other bands over 
here and we're also having a release for our new CD on Goodllife in about mid-may-I think it is. Then we will come over to europe in August 
so right now were basically planning touring and till over here we’re working on new material for ca possible full length for recording this fall. 
Are there any plans to come over to Europe? 

We do plann to come over to europe from July 31h to August 31th. We’ll playin “france, switzerland, austria, holland, denmark, sweden,I'm 
not sure where everwhere else. I got the list with the complete dates over the summer. 

Where of you played in CULTURE before and what’s up with this band? 

| played in Culture before and my name is John and Demian, the old singer used to be in CULRURE and he’s back in the band now. They 
releasing something on GOODLIFE. 

In your song "America On Line" is a Iyric called "theres a difference between using and being used"! Have you some personal experiences 
with these words? 

Basically about the Iyric called " There's a difference between using and being used". The basically personal experience is just have to to do 
with the whole ideology of ihe whole band. A lot of people uses there computers to control like every ass-factor there life. I can see every step 
you taking there life. With that song the lyrics trying to say, people it’s not bad to use things like your computers. You can overuse it and subject 
yourself 100. A lot of different ass-factors controlls, can go through that. 

To describe the M.A.- sound is much more difficult than the average New -School-Edge...where are your own roots? 

I think you mean , we have lots of different musicstyles, because everyone in ihe band hears different kind of music. Everbody grew up listening 
to metal defenetily, and we take a lot of our infiuences from older metalbands. SLAYER is one, old METALLICA, but we also listen to lots of oiher 
things. You can hear the influences on our new record. We have accoustic parts on it. 


Here in Germany are a lot of people who are totally critical regarding bands who are "Vegan-Straight Edge". Especially the diskussion 
about abortion made trouble in our scenes. What is your opinion to that? 

The whole band, the band as a whole doesn't sing about it, because not everyone in ihe band does agree with it.There are , I think- four of 
the people in the band are pro-choice and one of the people in the band is pro-life. So basically, what we do is, we decide not to sing about it. 
I don't know exactly what trouble there was about it in the scenes over here. 

There are some kids that make a big deal about it over here - as far as a lot of christian bands, they’re pro-life, and a lot of vegan straight- 
edge bands are pro-life ‚too. The important thing that we try to do across the band is to let people make their OWN DECISIONS, regardless of 
what they are, it’s nothing wrong with discussing things with the people and we don't think we should force our views on anybody else, and 
we should definitely make people their own decisions about things and that’s where a lot of problems start t0 happen - when people think 
that they’re right to change peoples mind. Basically, if you want to talk to them about it, talk to ihem about it - but you shouldn’t iry to force 
them sort of. 

Let’s speak about your own proggression. What has changed since fonming the band? 


A lot has changed since the beginning of MORNING AGAIN. A lot of ihe members have changed because people that were in the band 
wanted to play a different kind of music than the original stuff was- we still enjoyed playing the old songs- but we wanted to play more metal 
stuff - so we had to basically get people that wanted to play the same things well , and over the time the band was progressing, we set a lot of 
new goals, we achieved a lot of things and not everyone in the band had really been willing to put in as much effort as others in the band.- 
they were holding the band back- I guess I should say they’re going to hold the band back. So basically, right now the people in the band are 
Jerry, Matt, Joe, Kevin and John and basically everyone in the band now has the same goals, wants to do the same things, is willing to work as 
hard as it takes to do whatever we want to do - so that’s the main reason for all the changes that we’ve had in the past, we’ve changed a lot 
as far as people in the band and as far as the music sounds. 

The Florida Hardcore scene is famous for the hardest sound. Can you explain the perculiarity of this area? 

kt’s true that there’s a lot of HC bands from down here that are really heavy, but we have a lot ofdifferent kinds of bands,too, I think anywhere 
that you go, there's all kind of different bands, but I think it might have to do with the fact, that there are alot of death metal bands from 
Florida, Florida is one of the biggest places for DEATH METAL bands, as far as where they come from, especially around Tampa, so maybe it 
has a little bit to do with that, that the Florida bands are a little bit heavier than other bands. 

What else are you doing to support the vegan/vegetarian lifestyle (besides the band) and what do you think about organisations for human 
rights? 

Basically we support a lot of different organisations with human rights, if you read a lot of the Iyrics - our Iyrics talk about a lot of different 
things - one of the things that is included is human rights basic issues that we have to face every day, as far as people being homeless and not 
even being able to feed themselves. We think it's definitely our obligation as a human being to take care of everything that is around you, so 
what we iry to do is - we support for example people that go out and feed the homeless down here, and we also benefit shows for that, so we 
try to do as much as we can and a lot of different aspects of this. 

The new STAR WARS trilogy?? 

The way that I feel about it... well gonna have a second opinion of it, too... 

The way that I feel about it - it was nice to see it on the big screen ( exciting to tell you the truth...) 

I was pretty happy wartching it on video - what do you think, Matt ? - This is Matt, this is our new drummer, he's gonna tell you his opinion on 
something here - so, go for it, Matt ! 

I thought the new Star Wars show view is exciting to see on the big screen (I was something like four years old when it was out in the theartres 
and I didn't get to see it), but I canit say that the new parts were that exciting - especially like the parts in Jabba's palace - that was pretty lame, 
but Star Wars - I like the parts of Star Wars, it was nice to see them back on the screen again. 

What are the "hands of hope"? 

I guess- the hands of hope, they aren't exactly something real. The "hands of hope" is just basically the statement, that you have a positive 
attitude towards what's going on around you, and that it's never t00 late to make a change for the better - and that's the one thing to 
remember - no matter what somebody does in his past - it's always good to support them if they want to make a change in their life and not to 
hold on to their past, and I think that's one of the things we Iry to get across in our Iyrics - no matter what's happened in the past, you need to 
look to the future and you need to see that there is a chance for positive change, you just have to support it whenever somebody asks you 
about it, and you gotta live your life day by day in a positive way, you canit really look at all the negative aspects of it - so that's basically what 
the "hand of hope" means, it just means - look towards the future in a positive way and it's never 100 late to make a change. 

Why have you left CONQUER THE WORLD Records and went to GOOD LIFE Recordings in Belgium”? 

Basically with CONQUER THE WORLD Records - Mike's cı really nice guy - but he did a pretty shitty job on the layout of our first CD, and I think 
that stopped a lot of people from buying it, and he really didn't do as much distribution as he should have. That's one of the reasons why we 
had GOOD LIFE Records put it out again. 

He did a much better job on the layout and he did a lot better job on distribution. Edward helped us a lot - he is helping us coming over this 
summer, he reissued the first CD and the first 7" so people could get it a lot easier over there and even over here, believe it or not, and 
basically we're much happier with GOOD LIFE than we were with CONQUER THE WORLD, and I know, Edward sold over 2000 over the last 4 
months, so I think he is doing a much better job for the band. 

Last comment - Do you have a last comment, Matt ? 

No ? OK. - Basically we wanna thank everyone for supporting us over there - we're really looking forward to coming over there. I think it's 
gonna be really interesting for us - I dont think that anybody in the band has ever been to Europe - so we're gonna be playing in front a lot of 
people, see a lot of new places - and the people that we have met from over there have been very nice to us, so we're looking forward to 
coming over there.

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Interview with Steffen from Navigator 


On the third weekend in April, my girlfriend and me 

went to Würzburg to make an interview with Steffen from Navigator. The reason for that was, that he 
opend a store in Würzburg, where you can get lots of stuff like CD’s, records, singles, fanzines, tickets, 
and so on. The shop is in the Rosengasse and he takes the shop part with a piercer. The piercer, which 
name | don't know, is in the store from Mo-We and Steffen sells things from Th-Sa. The store usually 
opened every day until 8 o’clock, on Saturdays till 2 p.m. 


When we reached the store, it was 3 p.m. and Steffen 
got a pizza delivered. (For all the vegans - I really don't know, if there was meat on it.) 


When the interview started, Steffen ate the pizza, and my friend, where we spent the night, looked all 
time at this pizza. After the interview he told us, that Steffen only ate the things on the pizza and not the 
dough, because it was too much burned. 


Steffen, please tell us, where you live. 

I live in Wertheim, in a house, together with my girlfriend and our 1 1/2 year old daughter. Earlier we lived 
in Würzburg for a while and then we went back to Würzburg. 

Did you ever had a club in Wertheim, called "Black Cat"? 

Ha, ha, yes, a friend of mine and me, we wanted to build there a concert place and a night club. We 
organized there three concerts per week, but not only Hardcore. This wasnt a very good Idea. After nine 
months we had no money left, so we couldn’t go on with our club. There were lots of people coming 
from Nürnberg, Frankfurt, or other places, which are far away, but the Würzburg and Wertheim people 
didn't accept the club. 

Since when do you organize concerts, and how did that all start? 

I make concerts since ten years now. The beginning of it was that I called the number, which was on an 
album I liked and made a concert with them in the youth club in Wertheim. So I made there concerts 
with SKEEZICKS, TOXIC REASONS, KGB, ... after that, | started to make concerts in the youth club in 
Würzburg, but it is very stressy there because you have to bring the P.A. and the instrument up to the 
2nd floor. Since four years | make concerts in the Schreinerei in Schweinfurt. 

In April 1995 I made a’ small festival in the AKW in Würzburg. This was the first and last gig there, 
because the people there couldn't believe, that there were 700 people in this room. After this concert the 
AKW people wanted to make an agreement with me, for using their club and I didn't want to do that. 
And now | have a big quarrel with them. If you want to make a concert there, you have to send them 
from every band a demo tape with Iyrics and in a gremium they say, if they like it, or not. And if you call 
them, the answer could be:"Oh, we decided it not right now, maybe you're gonna call back in a week." 
This is, because everything is so autonomous there. For every decision they have to ask every one, who 
is working there. it would be better, if they had a person, who decides about the concerts. 

The Schreinerei in Schweinfurt, this is a collektiv, too, but not so lazy. | call the bureau and there hangs a 
concert plan out. And when there is a free termin, then it works. This is decided in not even two minutes. 
Sometimes | make concerts in the Rockpalast in Würzburg, but this is so expensive there, that you need 
over 800 visitors, for not making minus. 

Steffen, please tell us, about the big festival in Schweinfurt this year. 
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Oh, very good. We had 430 paying 
people there, it was a big deal. The 
Schreinerei is a very cool club, for 
organizing concerts. You have to 
pay for bed and breakfast 12.- 
Marks and for the daily food 6.- 
Marks. This is very, very cheap. 


You also opened 


a store in 


Würzburg? What about that ? 
This was a good chance, because 


some people, I know 


had there a 


Galerie and closed that. So I got 
together with my friend, the'piercer, 
and together we manage the store. 
The piercers earns another money 
with a tattoo studio, which he has 


in Würzburg. 


And do you have a good inquiry 


there? 


Yeah, it's o.k., but not as much, that 
I earn the money, which I need for 
the rent. Many people buy the 
records only on the concerts. My 
records were sold to the same 


prices in the store 


and on 


concerts. The store is smething like 
a point of support for Navigator. 
You re not only active in organizing 


concerts. I know 


that youre 


organizing whole tours like the 
Yuppicide-tours the last years? 
I do it since five years now. For 


it. When you bring a band from 
New York to germany, you can 
have flying tickets for sometimes 
oniy 430.-Marks. O.k. only 

with Pakistan Airlines, but this 
doesn't matter. And you can have 
very cheap transporters, for driving 


through europe.

Tell me about the european tour you are playin’together with the 
big Sick Of It All. How is it so far? 

Yeah, it’s pretty good. What do you think we did today? I think 
we did really good and the people are so cool here! We don’t see 
any fightings here and this is a big, big plus! We did 3 shows up to 
now and all was totally good for us. 

How did it eame that you play as support for SOIA. Is it a 
friendship or kind of label-polities? 

No SOIA deecided to give us a chance. It’s not because of 


Roadrunner. 

And why did you sign to Roadrunner? 

We’ve played a couple of shows together 
with SHELTER and gave Ray our 7".2 
months later Roadrunner gave us a 
call and they’re interested and we 
are really happy with that. Okay 


ever happy, but they 


and it’s growing- there are a lot of people but- 
everybody tries to prove something they always try . 
to be tougher .„but-whatever-they’re into that .I 
respect the New York people, they have given us 
what we have today. People started to give support 
to us. From there .„„you know these are our roots, 

we ean’'t deny that. 


So, besides the music what is an average 
day in your life if you are not on tour, 
of course? 


When we are not on tour I like to get away from 
people. I need to relax. I like to go to the ocean a lot. 
Walk down the beach, you know, go out and see my 
friends I haven’t seen a long time, get on the phone, 
phone whoever’s home, try to see them. I also like 
mountainbike riding a lot. An ordinary day would be 
like...being in the eity, doing a lot of things with the 
band, but when I have a day off, I try to sleep a little 
late. 


What do you think are the reasons for, 
that especially Hardcoreplaying in 
New York is very agressive and 
sometimes a bit metallized? 


I think it’s not a trend it’s just the way it is. Just like : 
California have a lot of Punkbands. The scene is 

more adapted to play a certain kind of music, if you 
are from NY, you can try whatever you want, but 
more heaviebands succeed, well I don‘t know that’s 
just the way it is. 


Are you satisfied widh you alluun on 
Roadramer Rec? 


I think the guitar should have been a little louder on 
the record. Lot of people tell us that our shows are a 
lot different from our records. I don’t know what 
happened to that record? It was good remastered, it 
sounds great, but I don’t know there are a lot of 
effects on the vocals and that’s just the way I wanted 
it either some people say this is NOT Hardcore. I 
these days you should be individual not to sink down 
in the erowd. We dein’ our own thing and uses 


effects, I used pedals on the record and 
so I used pedals/effects live that's the 
way it is and always been. I will not 
change! It's HARDCOENY!!! 


And what is 
HARDCORE for you? 


It helps me through a lot of shit and it's 
cool to be a part of something, but I 
also see a lot of shit there, because the 
Straight Edge kids see a band on stage 
who’s drunken, they ignore them and 
that's fucking retard. They have a lot 
to ‚learn! They should make their own 
personality, preeiate the musie for 
musie and I'm not against Straight 
Edge, and EARTH CRISIS are good 
friends of us, but I cannot understand 
them - when we have played a tour on 
the westcoast, we met a lot of SE-kids, 
who didn’‘t drink, eat only vegan, no 
meat, but beat other humans and 
sometimes themselves, that's shit. They 
respect the cow, but beat people, 
because of their long hair. 


You’ve played with lots of 
bands in the states? 


MADBAI, EARTH CRISIS for 3 months, 
GODFLESH, DOWNSET and we have 

played a lot with 25 TA LIFE individual 
shows. 
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We’ve played with Machine Head, alot of Melody bands, NEUROSIS, and SNAPCASE. 


Have you heard their new album? 


Yeah, I've heard some songs in the radio and it's damn fuckin good! I like them a lot as a band 
and ihey’re a real New York band, but I don’t have contact with the members a lot. In New 
York some guys have problems with them. 


On the Roadrunner Info-letter is written that VOD is 
drinking much more beer than the complete Roadrunner 
office?! 


I've heard it.When we was on tour with Madball, a girl from Roadrunner drinks a couple of 
beers together with me. I was really thirsty! On tour I drink a lot of beer and I like it! 


You have totally different voices and you changed from 
sereaming to singing. Why that? 

I don’t think I sing, I always seream.Sereaming is a motion and motion is hardcore, so that's 
the reason for sereaming. I only try to sing , because sereaming all the times is fuckin hard! 
We played long, long sets about ca. 45 minutes plus bonus. It’s like an explosion to sing and 


than to seream and it works well, I guess. I'm innovated, I work with my voice. We all in the 
band believe in ourselves. 


What is the near future? 


The near future is touring, touring, touring... 


And what will be in 5, 10 years? 


I hope I'm still alive. I hope I'm still playing music, but Um not stupid and believe in dreams. I 
will go back to the university and try to be a teacher for English writing and Biology...

Please let us know what BREACH has done the 
last 6 months and tell a bit about the new 
stuff? 
Breach has been locked in the Rehersal Room for the 
last 6 months working on the new material for the 
new album coming end of april. The new material is 
less metal and more noise. Absolutiy stone hard. 
The sound you play isn’t the usuall sound of a 
Burning Heart - band. What do you think about 
their "label politic" and what about the rnass of 
melodycore? 
We enjoy working with Burning Heart very much 
although we not really fit in with the rest of the label 
mates and we prefer to call the other guys "Punk 
Rockers" instead of "Melody Coreres". 
The thing with Burning Heart is that we can do what 
ever we want, songs, layouts and so on without they 
trying to correct us. That's a flus! 
Can you see a reason for 
the amazing growth in melodycore in the last 
years in sweden? 
Ithink the main reason for the growth of that kind of 
music is that the american scene has been so 
popular, and sweden bands have got very influenced 
by the american melody core bands. 
and now a lot of that kind of bands have apeard. 
Could you say something to 
the meaning of your iyrics? 
Breach lyrics are strictiy personal aspects. Things 
and matters that we have to face every day and it'sa 
struggle. A fight! 
What do you think about the idea to mix people 
from the Hardcore/Punk scene with people 
from the "real"? 
Way to often is almost impossible to mix us, because 
we have a way to different opinions and values 
regarding culture, polution and all the other global 
problems for that matter. The real revolution starts 
with in! 
Would you say that Breach 

is a Straight Edge band or maybe familiar with 
this scene? 

Breach are not a X-band! But we can defenitely relate 
to the X-Scene. A lot of our friends are straight edge. 
And we do believe and understand their way of living. 
Breach are though vegetarians! 


To have an political claim as a 
HC-band is sometimes extrem 
and some bands totally give 
that up. How is your opinion? 
We have chosen not to take 
that much of the political 
aspect into our music. Instead 
we keep it in our selves. 

As I said, the real revolution 
starts within. 

Think about your dreams for 
the future- what is a target for 
BREACH (bandswise and 
private)? 

Our dreams for the future! To 
live and breathe our music ful- 
time and tour much as we 
can and keep us going until we 
have to leave in. 

it's a fact that the standard to 
LIVING for a lot of people is not 
guaranteed? 

Alllcan say it's a shame that 
we can live as equals and the 
same rights and standards all 
around the world. And to be 
honest Breach really don’t 
have the sollution to the 
problems. But I think we all 
have to take a moment to 
think about it and start the 
sollution with in... 

You stand in front of a tüme - 
machine. What will you do 
then? 

We would go back to the time 
when humans started to 
destroy the earth and kick 
there stupid buts...

Thanx for the Interview Denis 
and be sure to join us on our 
european tour this summer. 
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Afew weeks ago I received.a.package from the holy US label Wreck Age or rather Exit Record a sublabel of them. It inluded a full length album from the New 
York New School band INDECISION, a band I knew from the Back Ta Basics Split 7" with SHUTDOWN! For me personally was this new album the very best stuff 
I’ve heard for a long ‚ long time and a reason to do an interview also regarding a European tour they will do in the fall. Their singer Justin answered the 
following questions so that you may informed. 


Who came up with the name INDECISION. Hope this is not in the band? 

I came up with the name. To me it was something that affects you everyday, but as we progressed as a band and as my lyrics progressed and changed it meant 
more, it meant our stance on, and how we felt about everything, and the importance we put behind questioning everything, and everyone and finding out 
for yourself and shattering tradition... 

What do you think about trying to be 100% original as a band. Is that possible nowadays? 

No, I dont think so! But nowadays for the handful of great, sincere bands there are so many bands that are just bad clones. Im not putting anyone down, 
but when we first started in Brooklyn Hardcore was dead. 4 or 5 years ago there was nothing. We had nothing to influence us, so when we first started as 
Indecision we had no idea what we wanted to play, as for a style, we just played whatever came out, which is how it still is now, but today bands that are 
around for a few months start out awesome because theres so much to influence them. all the bands that were around when we first started in Brooklyn have 
long since broken up. 

What do yon try to accomplishwith INDECISION? 

We never really had many goals. I dont have a competitive bone in my body and because of that we really just took things as they came. 

We didn’“t set out to really do anything, just to have funand get our message across, our ambition, pretty much, ended there. But as things came our way we 
were flattered and it was great. We‘ve put out 4 7"’s and been on many compilations and now were part of the Exit family. We’ve done 3 tours so far and 
we’ve done pretty well. A big part of it for us is the experience. We crave for it. we live for it. We feel experience is mayor part part of life. So in doing the 
band, we”ve met so many great, sincere people and it”s just been a dream come true. Id like to be remembered when were gone, that’s our only real goal I 
would say. 

An average day in the life of an INDECISION person... 

Haha.Well,lets see...wake up, take a shower, either go to school or go to the post office, or write letters or screen shirts and patches or just go hang out, dririk 
iced coffee, watch television, play shows, drive to shows, hang out with my girlfriend, talk on the phone...haha that“s my average day. Its all peaches and 
creme for thze members of Indecision. We all go to college and Tom is the only one with a semi-real occupation, the rest of us are delusional about school 
and hoping to quit everything and just make the band our life someday. 

HARDCORE is often a two-faced musicstyle and be honest I”m unsure if INDECISION is more typicall NYHC-metal or more Emo-core PC like? 

Thats a good questions but...| really couldn’‘t say. As far as our mindest and our ideals, we are more p.c. although the music we play may be labeled as NYHC. 
style Hardcore. Lyrics and our message mean a lot to us. Hanging out with people, friendship is the number one thing. Its so important. If it weren’t for 
friendship...A lot of the "NYHC" kids like us and some of the p.c. emo kids don't like us because they think were some sort of tough-guy band for whatever 
reason. But these kids dont know us, and have never talked to us, muchless taken the time to read the Iyrics or come see us live. People like that, I mean I”d 
love to reach them and let them know how we really are, but if they’re going to write us off without reason then I’m glad they stay away. We are not for the 
close-minded and self-righteous. 

What about your plans to come over 10 europe and what do you expect? 

In September into October of this year we are planning to come . we are so excited. I can“t even say. i'm not even going to believe its real until were on the 
plane! I can“t wait to meet all the great friends we”ve made through the mail and people I”ve met in New York whp I promised I”d meet up with if we ever 
came to Europe. It”s a chance of lifetime and we can not wait. Its gonna be a great time. 

Is there a little story for your cover "UNORTHODOX"? 

Justin Borucki., who just so happens to be the greatest person in the world, did it. I envisioned something like that and told Justin and he set that up. The 
picture is parallel to the entire album. Its incredible. Every Iyric, every feeling is right there on the cover. We couldn”t have been happier. Two very young 
kids, in a classroom, molded like clay, the great proud American flag looming in the background and the brainwashed catholic school boy warding people off 
with the crucifix he really knows nothing about. Its awesome. 

1 speak about the people consuming your music. Have you any demands to your andiense? 

Not really. Our shows here are usually great sing alongs and theres no stage, its all about friendship. Everyone all over the place, singing along, it’s great. Its 
like a family. We feed off them. We feed off their energy. But nevertheless we put in a 1000% percent whether we ‘re playing in front of 600 kids or 60. Just 
playing is an emotional release for us. All the songs are. Its an act of cleansing and purging everytime we play. it really is a religious experience for us. i got 
into a trance when we play. 

And how did it came to signing at EXIT and could you tell us anything to this new label? 

We sent them a tape and they liked it an Artie from Milhouse was a great help. The label isn “t even a label, its like a family. I mean all the bands know 
eachother, always play together is great. It’s a real New York Hardcore label. Where all the bands are really part of the same scene and are very active and 
involved with in. We are all involved together with each others projects and shows and its just a great sense of unity that we’ve never really had before. 
we’ve been screwed over by so many people with 7"’s, that it just makes this all the more enjoyable and meaningful. were currently working together on an 
Exit/Wreck Age zine called Manifesto, it will be a real zine with writings from varoius people from the scene, not just Exit bands, but all active New York 
bands, and its gonna be great. were so excited for it. It“ll be a real forum for all the other bands in New York City, aside from that one clique. 


In the land of the of the unlimited possibilities - What ‘s the problem in the USA? 

There”s so many I wouldn“t know where to start. AIDS, drugs, homelessness, overall 
apathy, its hard not to be disillusioned with it all. Its all so endless and webecome so 
detached. We watch the news and theres no life to it, theres nothing tangible, theres no 
meaning, we watch and hear about people dying everyday and its just an everyday thing. 
Its horrible, but things are different now I guess . Times are-a changing, for sure. 

If you got a problem with others how do you act it? 

Thats a great questions. Depending on the severity of the conflict. Dealing with it 
intelligently, whatever is called for. | wouldn 't say with violence, because vilolence isn't 
usually necessary. Intelligigent disagreements and arguments are a good way to resolve 
things. Try to make things work, dealing with other people, we do it a lot on tour, 
everyone has to deal with each other and some people are selfish. I think overall, in a 
different dimension thats the reason for most of the problems of the world. Selfishness, 
greed, no one has the pride to point the finger inward, everyone is always looking to 
blame someone else when something goes wrong and when something goes right 
everyone is quick to take responsibility. 

...s0 much interviews... 

Interviews are great. I”m flattered that people actually care enough about us to ask want 
to ask us questions, I am very grateful and overwhelmed by that, but some interviews 
can be boring. When all they ask is overgeneralized and overused questions like " Who 
are your influences", | mean I dont know. I shouldn“t be complaining because I’m 
flattered and more than grateful that we get interviewed so much but sometimes it can 
get a bit redundant when the questions are always the same standardized questions. 
Thats why I can talk forever with interviews like this one where the questions are 
thoughtful and different . 

Back t0 your new album on EXIT. What about the reactions on it in the US and tell also about your "live'- 
activities in the States? 

Reviews have been good. Its exciting going back to play a place you played on tour 
before the record was out and now everyone knows the words and its even more unreal 
when you go to a place you”ve never played before and everyone has the album and 
sings along and asks questions about it. Its unreal. We‘ve toured with SHUTDOWN, 
TRIPFACE and SONS OF ABRAHAM so far. This summer were going out with SILENT 
MAJORITY (who ’s the new album is unbelieveable by the way-they’re going to be so 
huge, they re so great) and were also going out with MILHOUSE later in the summer. 
Hopefully well get out to the west coast this summer. We ve played pretty much 
everywhere up and down the eastcoast and we did a few shows in the mid west. Then in 
September we "ll leave for europe. So much for look forward to... 

Anyway, I'd like to know your favourite bands, so I must not ask on your influences? 

Hmmmnn....there are so many. Siouxise and the Banshees, Black Flag, Diamanda Galas, 
The Cure, Minutemen, Minor Threat, PJ Harvey, Dead Kennedys, Gorilla Biscuits, David 
Bowie, Undertow, Unbroken, Rorschach, Billy Joel. 

I listen to anything that gives me Goosebumps, sends chils down my spine or evokes 
strong emotion. Music that really moves you and music you can really feel. Sometimes its 
frustrating listening to music and the bands I love, because I”m never satisfied with just 
listening, I always want more, | want to join the band or I dont know... | get weird 
sometimes. I’m so attached to music in general, I love it. I”ve always have. My family has 
always been involved in music, I used to bop around to Elvis and Devo when I was like 2. 
Thanx alot for gave us an info and your last comments: 

Thanx so much for the interview Denis, and I can t wait to see everyone in the fall. It 
should be unreal. We got a split 7" with SONS OF ABRAHAM coming out in may Ist, the 
same day the SILENT MAJORITY record come sout. The best album of 97 ...by far. Take 
care and thanx. Question tradition and carpe diem.!!!

| think in karlsruhe are too many bands around and everyone "s comin to 
a concert is also playin’ in a band. Envy is the result and till tne moment 
we hadn 't any releases out, we had no troubles and lots of fun at the 
shows. 


How is that connected? 

MMhhh, we don't know. It"s a phenomenon in Karlsruhe! In this town we 
have much more people who are New York styled and if a band like 
STRAIN is playin there, the kids goes certainly to tne concert but there are 
no real atmosphere and emotion. Don't get me wrong, in Karlsruhe are a 
lot of concerts and activities, but Straight-Edge wise is nothing! 

Tell me about your relationship to other Hardcorebandas from 
the south of germany. Any real friendships? 

First of all I have a principle that | support bands and people I know and I 
love and | know that tney are okay! Damage Done is one of tne bands we 
often play together and we grew up and also Ballroom and Stroke To 
these 3 bands we have a real good contact and its important to have no 
secrets among themselves. | know that in this constelation is honest! | also 
gonna release the Ballıoom MCD on my own little label (pateline). A short 
time ago we had bit problems with persons who told wrong stories in our 
back, but it past...comin "back to your question conceming Saarbrücken | 
think tne audience there judges only on the quality of a band and don't 
worry if tne band is from the US or Germany "ve never had a show like 
yesteday it was awsome to play in front of 180 peoples 


Had you also played shows in foreign countries, maybe 


a little tour? 
Yes, we were one week on tour together with Veil, playin shows in Austria, 
Switzerland ‚the Netherlands and Belgium. 


What about Belgium? 
Our music is not the stuff for belgium - no doubt for that The kids there 
totally loves the metall sound and we really don 't play that much!

OOhn, its difficult to explain our own shit!Very strange to find a definition 
for it.Of course it is new school, but not the typicall Straight Edge sound.We 
have lots of Emo-elements than quiet moments and sometimes a metal 
edge. The turning point in our music is tne song of Carsten, because he 
changes his voice from screaming to singing and it's cool, | think. 


But there are also people who says that its only.cool 
f Carsten is screami.ng the whole time!

POLE* has a MCD released, How is that going and 
are you satisfied with the result? 

n the summer of 95° we recorded 7 new songs and 
sended it outto a coüple of labels Life Force 
Records had a real interest and told us the conditions 
and that”s how it came about. at this point of time 
we was totally happy, because at this time we hadn 't 
the possibility to do it on our own. Nowadays it would 
be no problem, because | have an own Indi label. 
Afterwards we would say that Life Force rec. has done 
less for us. He only brought us 4 days to sweden, but 
nothing more. 

What is the expectation you claim .to your label? 
Okay we have limits as a german hardcoreband. We 
can't appeal to masses of people like SOIA can do 
that, It"s a utopia to fill Clubs with 500 persons What 
we like to see is tnat our recordings are available for 
all people who wanna get it! If we release our stuff in 
DIY we only can reach persons in the little HC-scene 
and only people could get it who knows the little 
mailorders. In the moment we re at a point where we 
should go in the offensive. Right now we don 't have 
the time for promotion we had 3 years ago when we 
all went to school. 


when | was 17 years old I 
thought my whole life is 
hardcore and goin to 
concerts and hearing 
hardcore is tne essence of 
life. But now I know that alot 
more things are important in 
life and if we can't come 
forward with the band ‚I will 
say that were going to play 
less shows to spend the free 
time in other things , maybe 
in a job to earn money to 
pay different things , because 
it"s unfortunately imposibble 
that we live the whole lifetime 
at our parents!
